Following the issuance of a Notice of Allowance for the instant application on June 8, 
2005, Applicants have reviewed their application (prior to payment of the issue and publication 
fees) and have noticed that the Examiner's indication of his consideration of their information 
disclosure statement filed on September 30, 2003 appears to be incomplete. 

Therefore, it is the purpose of this paper to request completion of such consideration. 

Specifically, in their information disclosure statement, Applicants had attached two PTO- 
1449 forms, on which the documents to be considered were listed. On each such form, 
Applicants had listed a plurality of U.S. patent documents and a plurality of foreign patent 
documents.

Although the Office action of July 22, 2004 additionally had attached a Notice of 
References Cited (form PTO-892), listing all five of the U.S. patent documents that had been 
listed on the "Sheet 2 of 2" PTO-1449 form, the Notice of References Cited (form PTO-892) 
did not list the four foreign documents, nor did it list the one document listed under the heading 
"Other Documents." 

Incidentally, the aforementioned documents that do not yet appear to have been identified 
as having been considered by the Examiner in the instant application were considered by the 
Examiner in parent application No. 09/744,998 (now U.S. Patent No. 6,637,773), as evidenced 
by an Examiner-initialled PTO-1449 form attached to the Office action of January 28, 2003. 
For the Examiner's convenience, a copy of that form is also attached. 

Therefore, Applicants kindly request that the documents listed on the second PTO-1449 
form (i.e. , "Sheet 2 of 2") be identified as having been considered by the Examiner. 

For this purpose, a complete copy of Applicants' information disclosure statement is 
attached hereto, including the two PTO-1449 forms.

International Patent Publication No. WO 92/04953 (DUFTER), published on April 
2, 1992, was cited in the aforementioned search report as being a document that is 
particularly pertinent (i.e., a category "X" document) with regard to the invention recited 
in claims 1,2, and 21 of Applicants 9 aforementioned international application, and as 
being a document that is pertinent to the general state of the art (i.e., a category "A" 
document) with regard to the invention recited in claims 3 and 6 of Applicants' 
aforementioned international application. Page 10, paragraph 4, and Fig. 10 of WO '953 
were cited as being relevant.

European Patent Application No. 0 266 329 (SKARD), published on May 4, 1988, 
was cited as being a document that is pertinent to the general state of the art (i.e., a 
category "A" document) with regard to the invention recited in claims 1, 2, and 21 of 
Applicants' aforementioned international application. Column 2, paragraphs 48-56, and 
Fig. 1 of EP '329 was cited as being relevant. 

U.S. Patent No. 4,790,562 (SKARD), issued on December 13, 1988, was cited as 
being relevant for being a family member of EP '329. 
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European Patent Application No. 0 370 900 (GAMET SARL), published on May 
30, 1990, was cited as being a document that is pertinent to the general state of the art 
(i.e., a category "A M document) with regard to the invention recited in claims 7, 9, and 
21 of Applicants' aforementioned international application. Figs. 1 and 14 of EP '900 
were cited as being relevant. 

The following second two documents are brought to the Examiner's attention as being 
relevant to the background of the specification of the instant and parent applications: 

French Patent Publication No. 2 634 388 (SALOMON S. A.), published on January

family member of FR '388. 
Information Disclosure Statement Filed in the Parent Application on October 29. 2002 

On October 29, 2002, Applicants filed a second information disclosure statement in the 
aforementioned parent application. Therein, Applicants cited the following information: 

Norwegian Patent No. 309846 (EXEL), granted on September 4, 2001, discloses 
a sports pole/glove combination which allows complete rotation of the hand, although no 
thumb support is provided. 

French Patent Publication No. 2 634 388 (SALOMON S. A.), published on January 
26, 1990, and U.S. Patent No. 5,092,629 (BAGNERES et al.), issued on March 3, 1992, 
and also cited in Applicants' aforementioned information disclosure statement filed on 
May 22, 2001 in the aforementioned parent application, also discloses the type of pole 
disclosed in NO '846. 

Norwegian Patent No. 159639 (SKARD), granted on January 25, 1989, discloses 
a sports pole which has a type of support for the thumb, but more accurately, the support 
is for the palm of the hand, i.e., a "pick" or "sword" type of support. 
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European Patent Publication No. 0 266 329 (SKARD), published on May 4, 1988, 
and U.S. Patent No. 4,790,562 (SKARD), issued on December 13, 1988, are both based 
upon and claim the priority of the application upon which NO '639 is based. 

Norwegian Patent No. 167004 (SWIX SPORT et al.), granted on September 25, 
1991, discloses a sports pole of the type disclosed by NO '639, above. Therefore, NO 
'004 is pertinent for the same reasons as NO '639 mentioned above. 

WO 90/14136 (SWIX SPORT), published on November 29, 1990, and U.S. Patent 
No. 5,248,163 (DONDERO), issued on September 28, 1993, are both based upon and 
claim the priority of the application upon which NO '004 is based. These two documents 
are cited above as having been included in Applicants' information disclosure statement 
filed in the parent application on May 22, 2001. 

WO 92/04953 (DUFTER), published on April 2, 1992, and also cited in 
Applicants' aforementioned information disclosure statement filed on May 22, 2001 , also 
discloses the type of pole disclosed in the aforementioned documents. 

WO 02/062434 (EXEL), published subsequent to Applicants' invention on August 
15, 2002, discloses a handgrip for a skiing, walking, or skating pole having a handstrap, 
which allows rotation of the support elements along with the hand with respect to the 
handgrip. 

Four photographs on two sheets (originals were filed in the aforementioned parent 
application), show an EXEL grip that is more of a "sword" type of grip which prevents 
any rotation of the hand during use. The grip has a type of strap, one extremity of which 
appears to cooperate with the metacarpus of the thumb and which prevents rotation of the 
hand in relation to the pole due to the second extremity of the strap.

Re jections in Office Action of January 28. 2003 in the Parent Application 

As explained in Applicants' reply, filed on June 30, 2003, to the final Office action of 
January 28, 2003, amendments were made to place the parent application in condition for 
allowance, consistent with the Examiner's previous indication of allowable subject matter, 
although the instant continuation application was being filed concurrently with that reply for the 
purpose of pursuing the allowance of rejected claims. 

Applicants submit that the claims contain allowable subject matter for reasons explained 
during the interview on June 26, 2003, following the issuance of the final Office action. 

Applicants note that the aforementioned final Office action included a rejection under 35 
USC §102(e) based upon CHO (U.S. Patent No. 6,305,051), and a rejection under 35 USC 
103(a) based upon the combination of CHO and LENHART (U.S. Patent No. 5,887,282). 
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Also, for the Examiner's convenience in comparing the claims of the instant application 
with those of the aforementioned parent application, claims 1, 2 and 6-20 of the instant 
application correspond to claims 22-30, 42, 43, 47-50, 52, and 53, respectively. 

In accordance with 37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609, copies of the documents can be found 
in the aforementioned parent application and, therefore, are not attached. However, should the 
Examiner request copies of same, he is invited to contact Applicants' undersigned representative 
who will, upon such request, provide such copies. 

In addition, each of the documents is listed on one of the attached PTO-1449 forms to 
permit the Examiner to indicate his consideration thereof. 

The Examiner is requested to consider the documents cited above and to confirm such 
consideration by appropriately initialling the listings on the PTO-1449 forms and returning copies 
of the initialled forms to Applicants.
